HISTORIC STRUCTURE. 


The church was built in 1SSS at a cost 


of $33,000. There was recently installed 
a new organ at a cost of $-1,000. 
Both 


the organ and building were partially 
insured. 


The insurance altogether amounts to 


$17,000. 


Rev. Dr. Vosberg, pastor, believes the 


church will be rebuilt, as the members 
of the congregation have had this idea 
in view for a long time. 


The bulk of the insurance was with 


the Imperial and North American com- 
panies. 


At 719 fourteenth street, next door to 


the church, is a two-story frame dwel- 
ling unoccupied, 
which was 
slightly 


damaged. It is owned by tlie church, 
having recently been bought with the 
Gray memorial fund. The Playter resi- 
dence.
